ing the following clear and circumftantiate account of that bufing{s 
before them.} | ‘ 

ComMITMENT of THE Eart or POMFRET To rar Tower. 

As foon as prayers were over, and the Duke of Devonfhire,sthe 
Farls of Northingten and Pomfret, the Duke of Grafton and Lord 
Camden had been fworn. ‘ : 

‘The Lord Chencellor tofe in his place, and briefly (tated the caufe of 
the motion carried on Friday, viz. a rumour, that a corre {pondence, 
tending to molt ferious confequences, had taken place between two 
Peers, who were members of that Houle, in confequence of which, 
having reacited his ears, and having been made known to the Hout, 
it had’ beet refolved upon motion, that the Duke of Gafton and the 
Earl of Pomfret be fummoned to attend that day in their places. For 
the better information of the noble Duke and the noble Earl above- 
mentioned, his Lordihip ordered the entry upon the journals of Friday 
to be read. 

The Clerk having read the motion, and its introductory words, the 
Lord Chacellor rofe again, and faid, as the two noble Lords were both 
prefent, the Houfe having thought the rumour worthy their attention, 
would undoubtedly expeét to hear a full and circumfential account of 
the cortefpondence alluded to, and all the relative facts from the two 
Lords. in perfon. He would therefore call firft upon the Duke of 
Grafton for his ftate of it. ' 

The Duke of Graffow rofe immediately, and faid he fhhould obey their 
Lord(hips.commands, but previous to his {peaking farther, he begged 
to have it underftood, that in. what he was going to fay, he fhould ad- 
here folely to faéts, without obtrading upon their Lordthips any di- 
greflive comments or obfervations, His Grace then produccd a letter, 
and declared, that, in the whole cotirfe of his life, he had never inten- 
tionally given the fmallett offence, or igtended.the fightc!t alfront to 
the Earl of Pomfret, on the corttary, he had always endeavoured to 
treat bis Lordthip with every poTible mark of civility and refpeé. the 
Houfe therefore would be perfeétly aware how great his aftonithment 
mutt be on Seip fuch a letter as that then in his hands, which, on 
Sunday fortnight, the 22d of Otober, was brought to him at his feat 
at Eu(lton in Suffolk, by a-poftillion, who faid he had it from a gentle- 
man then waiting for an anfwer at the gate of his. Park. : 

The letter on, the Lord Chancellor's fuggeftion, that before it was 
read by the clerk, it mutt be in fome manner authenticated, was thewn 
to the Earl of Pomfret, who acktowledged it to have been written 
and fent by’him. ‘The letter was then read by the Clerk at the table, 
and was in fubftance this: 

« That the Earl of Pomfret had written the letter at an inn near 
‘his Grace’s park gates, where he was waiting, armed with fword and 
piftols, to fight him, in cafe he chofe to have a fair chance for his lile. 
That if the Duke fhould be curious to know what had induced him to 
purfue fuch meafures againft him, it was the having fixed Langttaffe, a 
difearded fervant of his, as an excifeman at ‘Yowchetter, and if the 
Duke would come and meet him, he thould be further acquainted with 
how much efteem he was, &c.” ’ 

To this letter his Grace faid, being alone, he inftantly wrote a re- 
ply, and fent it by the poftilion, of which he had an exact tranieript. 
The copy was read by the clerk, and was in {ubftance, 

“© That his Grace was aftonifhed at receiving fuch a letter, and the 
moment he began reading it, was convinced the Earl had written to 
him in fo extraordinary a ftile, in confequence of fome miftake or 
mifapprehenfion. That, haying read the whole, he could aflure his 
Lordihip, the charge he had brought againit him was groundlefs, for 
that he had never interfered inthe matter, nor did he even know the 
man mentioned in his Lordthip’sletter. ‘That, in order the more ful- 
ly to convince his Lordihip that he; was miftaken, and that he had ne- 
ver given him the lea(t ground of offence, a gentleman, a friend of 
his, who. was then at church, fhould wait on him in the afternoon, and 
give him every fort of explanation he might wifh for, unlefs the Far] 

would do him the fagour to honour him with a perfonal interview at 
his houfe, and hear it from his own mouth,” 5 Se 3 

As foon as this friend returned from church, his Grace faid, he in 
confidence communicated to him the Earl of Pomfret’s letter, and his 
reply to it, after which it w as thought advifeable that they fhould beth 
go to the inn, expedting to find the Earl there, and convince him, by 
every means in their power, thet he had mifconceived the matter, and 

that the Duks had neither intended nor done him the ke att olfence. 

“hey accordingly walked together to the inn, but could tnqitheh s0<et 

with the Earl, nor hear that he had been there; as he (the Duke) 
had feen the chaife ftop at the park gates, he fuggefted it to his friend 
that poffibly the Earl might have milled his way, and the chaile be 
flill there; that they accordingly walked down the park to the gates, 
but there. was no chaife; and, on enquiry, the Duke faid, he learned 
from a poor labouring cottager, who lives there, that the chaife was 
turned round almoft as foon as the poftilion brought back the antwer, 
and the driver was-ordered to go back again from whence he came. 
The cottager farther informed his Grace, that the horfes of the chaife 
were Barton Mills horfes. Upon this, his Grace and his friend re- 
turned to Euftoa Houfe, and about three o'clock received a letter by 
a polt boy, dated Barton Mills, and figned Pomfret.  This.letter was 
produced and read at the table, being firlt fhewn to the Earl, and ac- 
knowledged by him. In this letter, 

“ The Earl affuved his Grace, that he ftopped at the very firft poft 
he had arrived at, to tell his Grace that/he fully credited every fylla- 
ble of his note, and that he begged liim to accept his fincere apolo- 
gies for having gone the lengths to which he had proceeded 5 that his 
feclings had’ impelled him to take thefe fteps, with which his Grace 
was acquainted ; that he was forry for the trouble he had given his 

~. Grace, and that he thought it incumbent on him, to inform him from 

whence thofe feelings had originated, and therefore he ‘would trouble 
hm_with a relation of the fa¢ts, which had led him to make {o abrupt 
a vifit at Enfton that morning, The Earl then proceeded to {tate that 
Ae had a gamekeeper {ome time fince of the name of Langitaffe ; that 







































becaufe he had r fufed to make htm hig Newardy 
evident Eroofs of having a eonceaied malice H and his. fani- 
by. ‘Tihgtfcr {poiling a pointer, (érond of. fes, 

collet which,) hethad thon ght peepee to difcharpe. bi 
upon Langitaffe had fworu to boat€venged on.him, and his houfé aud 

childten; ‘that fome time after@ards, one morbing, he hdil diftovered 

one of his horfes had heen {tabbed in the fide with a. knife, and a thort 

time after that, the very beft mare he had was found with her belly 

tipped open, fo that zl her guts carhe out; that the fellow had been 

apprehended on fufpicion, and commiited, but had been let loofe spon 

his promife to leave the country, That to Sis great firprife he had 

lately teen the fellow at ‘Yowcefter, and learnt that he was fixed there 

asan affiftant to one Gurney an Exeifeman. That,on enqniay, he had 

found he was fo appointed by the intereft of Mr Smith, a tenant of 
the Duke of Grafton, and tliat! mith ‘had made ufe of Kis Grace’s 
name, gloried in having got the fellow the appointment, and had re- 

ceived thanks for it in the Duke’s name. After fully ftating thefe 

faéts, the Farl affured his Grace of his perfect conviction, that he was 
a good citizen, and a worthy charaéter, and he prayed heaven to thower 
down its bleffings on his Grace and his family, and hoped that his 
Grace would never .! :c in‘that dread of having his chitdren murdered, 
which he at that time futfered, in confequence of the threats of Lang 

faite, Before he concluded, the Earl called upon the Duk for the 
fake of his pwn honour, as well as for his fatisfattion, but, principally 
for his own ‘honour, to obtain froni Smith a full and elear ace of 
his conduet, and an explicite ttarement ofch@eedions wiieti eee: 
duced him to ufe bis Grace's name, and this account he expected’ to 
have from the Duke.” 

On the receipt of this letter, the Duke informed the Houfe, that 
he “epped the boy while le wrote an anfwer, in which he reaffured 
the Earl of his being perfeétly guiltlefs of the charge,—and here his 
Grace begged leave to break the thread of his natrative, that he might 
joft wm that period of it lay his hand upon his heart, and in the moft 
fevious and folemn magner, as he hoped that God'would be his judge 
hereafter, adure their Lordthips, that he' neitherhad, directly nor in- 
diedtly, uled any influence whatever. to. procure Langitaffe his fitua- 
tien as an affitlant toe Mr Gurney of Towchefter, nor had he taken 
the leatt (tep whatever in the tranfaétion, as fated in the Earl's letter 
which had been juft read. Having made this affeveration with great 
earncttnefs, his Grace.proceeded to inform the Houfe, that: he fealed 
his anfwer, and ordered the boy to make all the hefte he could to Bar- 
ton Mills, to deliver it to the gentlehan, if he was {till at the inn 
there, but i: the gentleman thould be gone, to return back toZEuften 
with it. The boy, his Grace faid, did not find the gent'eman, and re- 
turned. He then changed the cover of the letter, and femt it by the 
pow’ to Eufton to the Earl of Pomfret, ; 

On the Monday morning, the 23d of Otober, the Duké foid, one 
of his grooms ariived at Eufton with his hunters from Whittlebury 
voreft, and brought word, that Mr Smith was that day (the 23d) to 
fet out with his hounds, meaning to travel their pace to Eufton, and 
to get there in three days, Eufton being ninety miles from Whittlebu- 
ry. Upon this information higyGtaee jaid, he wrote word ‘of the cir- 
cumftance to the Earlof Pomfret, telling hia that as he could not im- 
mediately have an interview with Mr Smich, for the reafons adove tta- 
ted, but that as fmon as that gentleman arrived at Eufton, he would 
obtain a fall explanation of the-tranfaction) which had given the Earl 
fo much uneafinefs, and that Mr Smith fhoals write to the Parl upon 
the fubje@t. Mr Smith, nis Grace faid, did not arrive at Enfton till 
the Wednefday following, and on the Thurfday. Mr Smith wrote a 
moft circumitantial letter to the Earl, explaining every circumftance, 
and affertivg in the moft direét terms, that he (the Duke) -had given 
no authority for the ufe of hisname, nor had he (the Duhe) had any 
concern whatever fh thé appoingnent of Tangiiate. ‘This lerrér, the 
Duke faid, was fent off by the potton:Friday morning, and got to Eu- 
fton Nefton as early as it could have done had it been put in the. pott 
on Thurfday, beeaufe the poft going from thenee but three times a- 
week, it wou!d not at any rate have reached London till Saturday, 
(through which it muft neceffarily pafs) and confequently it would not 
have been at Towcetter a day fooner had it been nt on the ‘Thurfday. 
He declared, therefore, that his furprife on the Monday was greater 
than it had been at any one period of the tranfaétion, when, on recei- 
ving his letters by poft, he found one from the Earl of Pomfret inclo- 
fing histwo firft letters, and refuming the whole bufinefs.

‘This letter: was written, his Grace obfereed, before Mr Smith’s'* 


could have reached the Earl's handsie® | It was alfo authenticated, 
then read at the table, Its purpert,was as follows: 

** Itebegan with the Earl’s telling the Duke, that he had returned 
his two letters with the contempt which they and his Grace’s duplicity 
merited. I'Hat his anger had revived. ‘That the paufe which had ta- 
ken place was merely atruce, but not a peage,; ‘Phat he was determi- 
ned to fight him wherever he thould apjojpt-tomeet him, With fome 
other menacing language.” . 

On the receipt of this, his Grace faid, he took fingly and undavifed 
by any one, the only ftep that appeared to him proper to be takeh in 
fuch circumftances ;—he appealed to the laws of his country; and that 
very evening, made application to two of his Majefly’s Julties for the 
county of Suffolk, and fwore the peace agalatt the Rarl of Pomfret. 
“On Wednefday he fet out for town, and,oen Friday received, a letter 
at five in the afternoon, after he had learnt that their Lordhips had 
taken np the matter, and it had. been under the confideration of the 
Houfe, and after he had been ferved with their Lordthips order to at- 
tend in his place. This letter was handed-to the clerk, when 

‘Yhe. Earl of Pomfret rofe faddenly, and dbiired to fpeak relative to 
it. 

The Lord Chancellor told the Earl, he-would have an opportunity of 
being fully heard relative to that letter, or any other of the letters, 
which had been produced, or any part of the Duke's narration, when 
that narration was concluded ; but that as thelettet had been produced, 
and he had acknowledged it to be one‘of the letters fent by him to the 
Duke in the courfe of the correfpondence, into which the Houfe were 
now encuiring, it mult be read. 

The Earl faid, he had rifen to ftate his reafons why the létter thould 
not be read; that it contained expreflions of great indignation, for 
which he was fincerely forry ; that it was written in a‘moment of vio- 
Jent agitation of mind, and he therefore begsud that it might not be 
read. : 

The Lord Chancellor re-ftated his argument why it muft be read. 

The Ear/ (till periifting in objefting to. it, the Chancellor called him 
to order, and the clerk proceeded to read the letter, which feemed to 
affeét the Earl very fenfibly. 

** In this letter, the Eazl told the Duke he was in I.andon, and in 
his neighbourhood armed with piltols and a fword, that he was deter- 
mined he fhould fight him, and give him fatisfaction for his /coundrel/y 
conduét towards him. The letter alfo contained niuch other warm and 
abufive language, ineluding’a charge againft the Duke of encotraging 
and fupporting murderers, and a thréat to attack him, in cafe his 
Grace perfilted in refufing to fight.” 

"This letter being read, the Duke informed the Houfe he had ftated 
fully the whole of the correspondence, and the whole of his conduét. 

The Lord Chancellor declared, that as the Houfe was now in poilef- 
fion of the whole café, and had all the’ circumflances correctly in evi- 
dence before them, the Earl*having acknewle red that the letters 
which had been read, were written and fént. by him to the Dake of 
Grafton, the Honfe would naturally expeét to hear fome anfwer irom 
the Earl, whom he now called upon to reply in his own behalf. 

The Earl of Pomfret rofe, and having bowed very :efpedtfully to the 
learned Lord on the woolfack, and afterwards to the Lords on every 
fide the Houfe, began with apologiling for the trouble’ he had given 
the Houfe, lamenting that the matter ! ould ever have come urder 
their Lordibips confideration, exprefling his deep ienie of the ditficulty 
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tien to what he thould offer to thcir Confideration, their jul 
their humanity would be fo far interefted, that if they were i 
vinced what he fhould trouble them with was fufidient to jalify gh 
vio ence of his condu& tewards the-Duke of Grafton, for #iolent in of 
extreme he was ready to admft it had been, it would nevert ‘ca:
